Producing 1,950 gallons of 
water a minute, the city’s new 


South Campus avenue well is to- 
day scheduled to play an import- 
ant role in Serving Uplanders of 


the future. While the well is 
not in actual production, tests 
have been made to prove the 


eapacity of the $76,834 investment. 
Mayor Eugene G, Nisbet officially 


started the new well Thursday 
night. 
Installation of a 16-inch pipe- 


line on Campus avenue to Nintn 
street is necessary before a con- 
nection can be made. Drilling of 
the well, construction of the ad- 
jacent reservoir, and installation 
of. the pipeline will’ make the 
total of $76,834, according to City 
Manager Richard G. Manley. 

Five other wells are operated 
by the city and this and other 
water production gives to Upland 
a capacity of 9,000,000 gallons of 
water a day. 

“The city should be in a very 
good position as far as water is 
concerned for a long time,” Mr. 
Manley observed and pointed to 
the situation in 1923. 

In that year Upland acquired 
the water system with a capacity 
of 306 gallons a minute.
